TRUCK PURCHASE 


At the Town Meeting in March 1963, the Town voted 
to purchase a new 21 ton truck and plowing equipment at 
a cost not to exceed the sum of $5,500.00. The method of 
payment was also approved by the affirmative vote on 
the same article. 


Discussions were held between the Selectmen, the road 
agent and several other people in the Town who have 
trucking, plowing and road building experience. From 
these discussions, a list of specifications was prepared. 
These specifications were compared with the list of speci- 
fications the State uses on trucks they buy for the same 
type of work for which the town truck will be used. 


The specifications were submitted along with an in- 
vitation for bids to the following dealers. The amount of 
their bid is shown beside their name.

King Chevrolet, Exeter, N. H. $3,600.00 


All of these bids were received prior to the deadline 
of 6 p.m. on April 4, 1963. No bids were received after 
that date. 


The contract for delivery of the truck was awarded 
to King Chevrolet of Exeter, New Hampshire, even though 
it was $29.30 higher than the lowest bid received. The 
lowest bid, by Brodhead, did not meet the specifications 
on several items whereas the King bid met all specifications. 


The Town of Exeter had purchased a truck exactly the 
same as the one we needed. It was equipped the same as 


we planned to equip ours. The opportunity to inspect their 
vehicle and to find that they were well pleased with it 
was very helpful.

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REPORT OF CHIEF OF POLICE 


The following report of activities is hereby submitted 
by the Nottingham Police Chief for the year ending Decem- 
bert, 1963. 


This Department has answered approximately 150 
complaints. 


One robbery and 40 camp breaks were reported, of 
which some are still under investigation. 


We located four missing persons and recovered two 
stolen automobiles. 


There were fourteen automobile accidents reported 
which we investigated . 


We attended Court on ten various cases and delivered 
four death notifications. 


On several occasions, the Nottingham Police has ren- 
dered assistance to the State Police and other local Police 
agencies.

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


WHAT ABOUT THE PARK? 


From the moment that Mr. George Grinnell of Derry, 
N. H. (as President of the Merrimac Valley Region Associa- 
tion in the 1940's) aided and supported by various mem- 
bers of the Pawtuckaway Lake Association, endorsed and 
supported the acquisition of Big Island and other land and 
the dams at the Lake by the State of New Hampshire, the 
coming of a Park in that area has been merely a question 
of time. The enabling legislation sponsored by John A. 
Perkins was a good attempt (not yet lost) to turn the devel- 
oping situation to the immediate benefit of the town. The 
Public Hearing of July 25, 1962 apparently removed that 
possibility and set the State's desires as an 800 acre cor- 
ridor to link the mountain and lake holdings of the State. 


Recent developments in the case are these: for about 
a year, research on land in that corridor and outside the 
July 1962 bounds has been going quietly on, and positive 
instructions were issued to field officials some months ago 
to investigate the area outlined in the greatly expanded 
plans of a New York firm to whom the contract for final 
plans was allocated. 


The Selectmen and the Planning Board, and J. A. Per- 
kins were united in opposing the present plans for the fol- 
lowing reasons — 2,000 acres of land not considered in 
the '62 plans are concerned; 12 to 15 seasonal homes may 
be purchased and eliminated; 2 to 3 miles of shoreline are 
under consideration by the State, and the access road to 
the Park thru Fundy is not in the current plans. 


This expansion has admittedly been included by the 
‘‘contract planners’ merely because it had not been devel- 
oped previously, and points out that other shorelines may 
not be safe unless developed soon. On the credit side of 
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this matter, it must be said State purchase of land west of 
the Old Mountain Road will end a possible road and school 
problem there, and the Raymond side access ends the ob- 
jection some of you have expressed to traffic thru the town. 


At a meeting on February 10, past, your Councilor 
Fred W. Hall, met with local officials and parties, and as a 
result, the areas of disagreement are at moment of writing 
(Feb. 16) removed for the present from Park plans, but may 
well be eventually included. 


What the town for the future may well consider is that 
the Drowns Dam land, (slated for town beach in 58 and 62 
plans) should perhaps become town property, if and as 
soon as it can be arranged, to protect adjoining land for 
private development. 


This is the situation at the moment of writing — thru 
the efforts of local officials some consideration is being 
given to the logic of the towns solid objections to unwar- 
ranted (we think) transgression of an implied and/or stated 
agreement and as a result there is every reason to believe 
a far better solution thru reduction of the current plans will 
result. In plain English — if there had been no opposition 
voiced, the town would have been far worse off, tax and 
area wise.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


During the past year New Hampshire faced. the greatest 
forest fire threat to its woodlands in more than sixty years. 
The continued drought brought home to our citizens, as 
never before, the potential threat of destructive fires to 
their beautiful and valuable forests, homes and livelihood. 
In true American tradition of meeting a common threat by 
volunteer effort, this fire danger was minimized by active 
prevention, patrol and a relinquishing of personel rights 
for the common good. It was the greatest demonstration of 
public cooperation ever experienced by those responsible 
for local and state fire control. The ready forces of volun- 
teer fire services kept the losses low. For their effort and 
public response the general fire service expresses its heart- 
felt thanks for a job well done. 


Prevention, however, is not just an activity for the bad 
fire years. It must be practiced until it becomes a part of 
our public conscience — a habit. Just plain carelessness 
with fire causes too many of our fires. 


The following practices and suggestions will help: 


1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and 
burn within the terms of the permit and in a safe 
place. Burn late in the afternoon when the wind 
is down or on rainy or damp days. Check your 
fire and if winds develop, extinguish it promptly. 


2. Carry your rubbish to the public dump — it's safer. 
A neglected backyard incinerator causes many 
fires. 


3. Never discard a lighted cigarette or match. Make 
this a year round habit regardless of the safety 
of your surroundings. 
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4. Children caused fires are now a major concern 


Keep matches away from them and teach them 
to respect fire and not make it a subject of play. 


Let's all join with ‘Smokey the Bear’’ and ‘‘Keep New 
Hampshire Green’ and growing in 1964.

Educational TV, Channel 11, continues to enrich the 
curriculum in many areas and has proved to have become 
an essential part of your educational program. 


Considerable work was done to the interior of the 
school during the Summer months which was appreciated 
by all who use the building. It is recommended that a long 
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range plan of maintenance be adopted so that your plant 
will always be in-A-1 condition. — | 


Effective July 1, 1964, the towns of Brookfield, Middle- 
ton and Wakefield will be added to Supervisory Union No. 
44. This is in accordance with the State Board of Education's 
master plan. The Board also voted to tender an Assistant 
Superintendent to this Union, recognizing the size and super- 
visory responsibilities of the present union as well as the 
additional burden that would be placed upon central office 
by adding the three districts mentioned above.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, School Board, and Citizens of 
Nottingham: 


The following is a report of the activities at the Not- 
tingham Elementary School during the last year. 


In the classrooms the Iroquois phonics system for the 
teaching of phonics to supplement the basal reader program 
in the primary grades has been completed. The phonics 
program as a part of the overall reading instruction pro- 
gram improves the mechanical reading skills of the pupils. 
A general improvement in the reading skills of pupils who 
have completed the program has been reported by the 
teachers when the pupils are compared with pupils with 
no supplemental phonics training. 


The SRA reading laboratories are in use from grade 
two to grade eight this year for the first time. The labora- 
tories are designed to aid in the improvement of compre- 
hension and speed of reading of the pupils. The labora- 
tories are also used in conjunction with the basal reader 
program because they are controlled and allow the teachers 
more lattitude during in-class work. The SRA tachistoscope 
kit has been in use in grades seven and eight and will be 
used in grades five and six. Thus far SRA materials have 
not been in use long enough to produce tangible, measur- 
cible results. 


Educationa! television, Channel 11, Durham, N. H., is 
still being used successfully for curriculum enrichment. 


All of the faculty are participating in an educational 
television course concerning the new mathematics. The new 
mathematics is being slowly introduced into the classrooms. 
Since this is represented as teaching of mathematics from 
a basis of the understanding of basic mathematical con- 
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cepts rather than a rote memory course it should be inter- 
esting to watch the results. 


University credit courses completed by members of 
your faculty during the year include Modern Mathematics 
which was completed by Mrs. Saulnier; Biology | and Child- 
ren’s Literature which were completed by Mrs. Cilley; and 
Educational Tests and Measurements, Philosophy of Educa- 
tion, Reading Clinic, and Mental Hygiene for Teachers which 
were completed by Mr. Barden. 


In the area of extra-curricular activities the sports all 
involved the boys because of a lack of a coach for the 
girls. We did about as well as the Red Sox did and had 
more fun doing it in the areas of soccer, basketball, and 
baseball. Basketball was dropped this winter because of 
a lack of facilities for practice. The girls did get together 
and form a cheer leading section for the soccer team this 
fall, and the boys found them useful in rallying flagging 
spirits. The seventh and eighth grades had a candy sale 
in the fall and dramatized a class play in the spring to 
raise funds for a class gift — a fire extinguisher which is 
now hanging on the wall in the auditorium — and a class 
trip to Canobie Lake State Park. 


In conclusion, | would like to express my appreciation 
to the citizens, school board, teachers, pupils, and super- 
intendent of schools of Nottingham for the cooperation ex- 
tended to me during the school year.

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


It gives me great pleasure to present a report of the 
health program as carried out in the schools of Barrington, 
Epsom, Northwood, Nottingham and Strafford during the 
school year of 1962-63. 


The Suncook Bank of Suncook, N. H. has very generous- 
ly donated a School Vision Tester to these five towns, to be 
used by the school nurse. This is a great help in testing 
vision since it provides for correct lighting and distance un- 
der all conditions. The Suncook Bank is to be commended 
for its fine community spirit. 


Each school has had its share of the various contagious 
diseases and skin diseases, but these were well controlled 
and presented no major problem. The parents were most 
co-operative in this matter, as well as in obtaining profes- 
sional care and treatment for any reported physical defects. 
Such cooperation is a necessity in carrying out an effective 
school health program, and |! wish to express my sincere 
appreciation for it. 


The following is a brief summary of the health serv- 
ices provided in the Nottingham School during this past 
year:

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A Pre-School Clinic was held May 21, 1963. It was 
attended by 18 children, and they were given a routine 
health inspection by the nurse. Where any defect was noted, 
the child's parents were notified so that correction might be 
made before the child was enrolled in school in September. 


A dental clinic sponsored by the State of New Hamp- 
shire and the Nottingham Chapter of the Red Cross was or- 
ganized in the fall and got under way in December. This 
meets a very real need in our school. 


Referral was made to the State Sight Conservation 
Program for care of one child; and another received treat- 
ment through the New Hampshire Crippled Children’s Serv- 
Ices? 


During the year, 37 home calls were made. 


| would like to take this opportunity to thank Mr. Mar- 
tineau, the School Board, the Teachers and many others 
for their excellent cooperation.
